the fury of the storm. Nor is this all 
that startles the spectator; for there is a 
water spout which drains the roof of the 
inn, pouring gallons of water into the 
rain barrel, beside the door porch, while 
two other spouts shed a small torrent, 
wliich has gathered on the roof which 
shades the veranda in the second story. 
The.se four streams of water, curiously 
enough, are managed by one man on 
the right side of the stage with a very 
simple contrivance. The company car- 
ries among its properties a rubber hose 
arrangement, branching out into three 
sections. One section feeds the water 
spout py the door porch ; the second one 
supplies the two streams that pour from 
the veranda roof, and the third con- 
nects with an iron perforated pipe wWch 
runs up to, and across the stage a little 
above the borde r lights. The stage is 
covered with a water-proof cloth which 
protects it from the water, and in this 
covering there is a pocket which tits in- 
to a’ small trap cut in the floor of the 
stage. Through this pocket and trap 
the water flows from the stage into a 
barrel placed underneath. In soine 
cities as many as three large barrels full 
of water fell on the stage, owing to the 
repeated curtain calls given this re- 
markable stage rain storm.

The Death Penalty to Be Inflicted on 
the Bozer Ringleaders. 



The Powers AcH^nlre the Hlvht of 

OpcapyinK Certain Part* Cpoa 
Wlticli They May As.ree 
Auivnx; Themaelve*. 

Berlin, Deo. 13. — The text <*f the 
Hgreement between the powers has 
been made public by the imperial 
chancellor. Count Von Buelow. Fol- 
lowing’ is a summary: 

An extraordinary mis.sion headed 
by an imptu'ial prince shall be sent to 
Jterlin in order to express the regret 
of the emperor of China and of the 
Chinese government for the murder of 
Baron Von Ketteler. On the scene of 
the murder a monument worthy of 
the assassinated minister shall be 
erected with an inscription in Latin, 
German and Chinese, expressing the 
regret of the emperor of China. 

The death penalty is to be inflictetl 
upon l*rinces Tuan and Chnang, upon 
Duke Lan, and, furtlier, upon Ying 
Nien, Kang Yi, t'hao Shu Chiao, 
Tung Puh Siang, Yu ITsie.n and other 
ringleaders whose names will be given 
by the re])re.sentatives of the powers. 

The Chinese government shall erect 
a monument in every foreign or in- 
ternational cemetery which has been 
desecrated, or where the graves have 
been destro\'ed. The ]>rohibition of 
the import of arms into Cliina shall 
be maintained until further notice. 
<'hina must pay a just indemnity to 
governments, corjiorations and indi- 
viduals, as well as to those Chinese 
who sufTered during the retjent events 
in person or in property in oonse-> 
cpience of being in service of foreign- 
ers. 

Every single foreign power is grant- 
ed the right of maintaining a perma- 
nent legjition guard, and of placing 
the (piarter of Peking where the lega- 
tions are situated in a state of de- 
fense. 

'I'he Taku forts and tiiose forts 
which might prevent free conun uni- 
cation between IVking and the sea. 
shall be razed. The j)owers acquire 
the right to occupy certain ports on 
which they agree among themselves, 
upon the^’ agree omong themselves 
for the object of maintaining free 
eommuij|cation from the capital and 
the .sea" Tlie Chinese government is 
bound to post imperittl decrees for 
two 3 'ears at all sub-prefectures. In 
these decrees (a) to belong to any 
anti-foreign sect is forever forbidden 
under penalty of death; (b) the pun- 
ishments inflictetl upon the guilty 
are recorded. In the event of fresh 
anti-foreign disturbances or other in- 
fringements of the treaties which are 
not at once stopped and avenged by 
punishment of the guilty, the local 
axithorities shall l>e promptly depo.sed 
and never again intrusted with offi- 
cial functions or invested with fresh 
dignities- 

The Chinese government undertakes 
to enter ujion negotiations with re- 
gard to such alterations in the exist- 
ing commercial and navigation trea- 
ties as ;he foreign governmejits con- 
sider to be desirable, as well as i*e- 
garding other matters which are con- 
cerned with facftitatiug commercial 
relations- 

“The Chinese government shall be 
bound to reform the Chinese foreign 
office and the court ceremonial for 
the reception of foreign representa- 
tives, and to do so in the sense which 
shall be defined by the foreign 
powers.” 

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 

There Will Be I.lttle or .\o Opi>u»l. 
to the Ite— Rlectiou of Samuel 
Gompt^ UM PreNideut. 

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 13.— Wednes- 
day’s sessions of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor apparently tlisclo.sed 
the fact that there will be little or 
no opposition to the re-election of 
Samuel (lompcr.s as president. Two 
propo.sitions, the votes on which may 
be regartlcil os tests, reeuhed in de^^ 
cisive triumphs for the ideas advo- 
<*jited by Mr. (h)inpers. Max Hayes, 
of (JJeveland. le*l the opposition in 
both, instances, but the battle did 
not any time become personal or 
bitter. One of the resolutions was to 
I’niil the term of the ftnleration'.s 
^iresident in the future to two years; 
ihe other provided for the election 
of ofiicers of the bo<ly by the iidtia- 
tive and ivderendum, in.stead of a vote 
ir. mass convention on the last day 
of the annual ses-sion. as prevails at 
present. The.se were defeate<l. 

The contest for next year's con- 
vention appears to lie between Mil- 
waukee and Scranton, Pa. 

Committed lyese Majeste. 

Berlin, Dec. 12.-^Max i.enzmann, j 
the 10-year-old son of « Berlin hiw- j 
yer, has been dismissed from liis , 
gymna.siuin and forbidi’en to enter 
any other in Prussia for committing 
lese majeste when the principal of 
ihe gymnasium mentioned to the pu- 
pils the recent attempt at Breslau 
upon the life of Emperor William. 

SertouN I.andulide. 

Christiana, Dec. 12. — Another seri- 
ous landslide occurred in Heliogo- 
land. Thirty houses were engulfed 
and a con.siderable jiart of the island 
has boen for four days under water. 
Thus tar it has been mipossible to 
send reljef, and the losses have not 
5 'et been determined. 

Onteli Will 5iot Arbitrate. 

The iiague, Dec. 12. — The Dutch 
government Tuesday finally and defi- 
nitely refused to take the initiative 
in behalf of arbitration between the 
TrtjuirViial aaii Britain. 



LIEUT. GEN. MILES. 

While Heading: the Centennial Pn- 

rnde a Break lu HIm Horse'ii Sad- 
dle Girth Gave Him a Fall. 

Washington, Dec. 13. — IJeut Gen. 
Milos had a slight accident .vhile 
heading the centennial parade on 
JVetlnesday, a break in his horse’s 
saddle girth giving the general a fall. 
The head of the parade had just 
passed the president’s reviewing fdand 
and Gen. .Miles, having saluted the 
president, had turned his horse to- 
wax’d the house w’ing of the -capital. 
The saddle gii-th suddenly parted, per- 
mitting the .saddle to turn on the an- 
imal. and Gen. Miles w'as seen, to fall 
sideways. The horse did not plunge, 
and an officer spning forward. Beuig 
a good hoi-seman, Gen. Miles savexl 
himself from l>eing thrown with force 
and suffered nothing save the incon- 
venience and xuinoyauce of the acci- 
dent. He soon afterward appeared 
with the other distingxiished officials 
in the house of representatives and 
took part in the exei'cise,s. 

THE CANTEEN SYSTEM.

Washington. Dec. 13.— la connec- 
tion with its consideration of the 
army reorganization hill the senate

nesday listened to an argument by 
.Vdjt. Gen. Corbin for the continua- 
tion of the present cantem s.ystem 
in the army. The coxnmittee has ta- 
ken no foi'mal vote on the subject, 
bxxt there has been moi*e or less ex- 
change of opinion among members, 
the resxilt of which has been favora- 
ble, to the retention of the present 
.s 3 'stem and the elimination of the 
hoxise canteen provisions. The com- 
mittee expects to conclude its hear- ' 
ings on the bill Thui-.sxlaj-. 

CONVENT DESTROYED. 

Tlir FlaineH Spread So Rapidly Tbat 

Several of tbe SiMtem Were 
Slisflitly Burned. 

Et. Dodge, la.. Dee, 13. — 'The Sisters 
of Merej- convent, the lai-gest frame 
building in the city, was bxxrncd to 
the ground earl^- Wednesda 3 \ A high 
gale was blowing, and the flames 
spread so rapidly that several of the 
sisters were slightly burxxeil before 
Ihe.v could escape. All of their per- 
sonal effects and the large librarj- 
use<l in the parochial school, where 
150 pupils attendexl, and all the fur- 
nishings were consumed. Only $3, .500 
insurance was carried on the build- 
ing, which was valued at $10,000. It 
is thought the fire was incendiary. 

GIGANTIC DINOSAURI. 

T'w« llpeciinenM of These Extinct 

Aiilinnls DlMcuvercd on the Ft. 

Meade Military Reservation. 

St, Paul, Minn., Dec. 13. — A Ft. 
Meade (S. D.) special says: Skele- 

tons of two gigantic dinosaxiri have 
been duscovered on the military res- 
ervation at this post by u jxarty of 
scientists .sent out from New York 
city by the American Museum of Nat- 
ural Historj-. The expedition is un- 
der the leadership of Pi-of. C. R. Wie- 
land. The fiyst and largest of the 
specimens was discovered six weeks 
ago. It is in perfect preservation and 
is part of un animal fxillj- 40 feet long. 

BURNED TO A CRISP.

The mother had gone to 
call on a neighbor, leaving the chil- 
dren in the house, when an unexpect- 
e<l pressure of gas came on, over- 
heating the stove and igniting the 
building. When discovered the fire

impossible to enter the building, and 
rhe little one^?, aged 5 and 2 years and 
C mouths, were bxirned to a crisp.

Anniversary Celebration of the Re- 
moval of the National Capital. 



The Dintriet of Colombia and the 

W'hole City Celelirated the Cnp- 
ital’s National Day— Model 
For a New White Hoaae. 

I 

Washington, Dec. 13. — With impos- 
ing ceremonies the national capital 
Wedne.sday celebrated the centennial 
anniversjiry of the foxmding of the 
seat of the fcxleral government in 
Washington. The exercises combined 
a brilliant military' parade, a review 
by the president from the east front 
of the liapitol and orations in the hull 
of the house of representatives before 
a brilliant audieixee. By act of con- 
gress the day was made a naitional 
holiday in the District of Columbia, 
and the whole city celebrated the cap- 
ital’s ixational day. President McKin- 
ley and the members of his cabinet 
took pi'ominent parts in all the exer- 
cises, and with them were the gov- 
ernors of a large number of the 
states and territories of the unioix, 
the senators and representatives in 
congress, the judiciary' txf the United 
.States supreme coxirt, the ambassa- 
dors and ministers from foreign 
’courts, the heails of the army and 
navy, and a great outpoxix'ing of the 
people. 

Although Washington' has seen 
many celebrations, there has been sel- 
dom one here of greater brilliancy in 
its oxitdoor features, or more iinpres- 
sivene.ss in its ceremonial exercises, 
at the capitol and at the white house. 
Early in the day the president re- 
ceived the governors of states and ter- 
ritoi’ies at the white house, and the 
moxlel for a new and enlarged white 
hou.se, to commemorate the day’s ex- 
ercises, was xinveiled with sxiitable 
addi'esses. At 1 o’clock the presidemt 
was escorted to the capitol, where he 
review'ed a parade headetl by Liexxt; 
Gen. Miles and including the full mil- 
itary strength of the capital, regu- 
lars and militia. 

After the jmrade came imposing ex- 
ercises in the hall of the hoxxse of 
representatives, where gathered as 
distingxxished a company as its walls 
had ever held. On the floor were the 
president and members of his cabinet, 
ex-Presideut Harrison, the members 
of the senate and hou.se, the ambas- 
sadors and ministers of foreign coun- 
tries in fxill coixrt uniform, the chief 
justice and a.ssociate justices of the 
supreme court in their jutlicial robes, 
Lieut. Gen. Miles and many ilistin- 
guished officers of the army and navy 
who had received the thanks of con- 
gress, the governors of more than half 
the states of the union and th^ com- 
missioners of the District of Colum- 
bia, while the galleries were resplend-. 
exit with the wealth and culture of the 
national capital. | 

-As a .spectacle nothixig could have 
been more inspiring xxnd impressive. 
The bright sun streaming through the 
gi'ound glass ceiling, on which were 
the arms of the sevei-al states, flooded 
the hall with light and heightened 
the effect of the gowns of the hxdies 
in the galleries, the glistening xini- 
forms on the floor and the elaboi-ate 
scheme .. of decoration which sub- 
merged the hall in a .sea of color.

AdvlceM From Tlint Country Tell of 

Desperate FlKUtinfr in Nearly 
Every State. 

New York, Dec. 13. — Advices re- 
ceived Wednesday from various part.s 
of Colombia, and confirmed by pas- 
sengers who drrivetl from Panama, 
tell of xlesperate fighting in nearly 
every state. The government troops 
are in a poor physical condition and 
suffering from several forms of tropi- 
cal fevers. Senor Arturo Brigard, Co- 
lombia consul general in this city, 
has been ordered by his government 
to. purchase and ship immediately 
a hirge quantity of quinine for use 
of the army. The most desperate 
fighting is now going on in the de- 
partment of Bolivay. In a battle 
fought at Tolu Viejo on November 25, 
the revolutionists lost, among 100 
killed and wounded, two rible offi- 
cers, Gen. P. Camacho and Col. En- 
rique Pinedo. The rebels took 200 
prisoners, besides which tihe govei'ix- 
ment force lost 100 in killed. Five 
cannon were also taken by the rebels. 

From the department of Magda- 
lena comes the news that Gen. Var- 
gos Santos, president of the revolu- 
tionary movement, with his force, 
has arrived at the port of Rio Hacha 
and 'established the government 
there.

Deputy Col- 
lector Jolly Ranier, of \he officers’ 
party, was fatally injured, and three 
men — Urenem, Lloyd and Johnson, of 
the other party — received serious 
wound.s. ,The officer.s, thinking the 
men in the wagon were 'I'ennesaee 
moonshiners with xi load of “moon- 
shine” en route for Huntsville, or- 
dered them to halt.

Why the Telegraph Operators on 
That System Quit Work. 



A Statement Given Ont llv Mr. Dol- 
pliic:, the President of the Order 
of Railroad Telegraphers— 
Kxtent of the Strike. 

Uouston, Tex., Dec. 11. — The fol- 
ioivlng sfateinent was given oiu Mon* 
-day night by President Dolphin, of 
ihe Order of Ilailroad Telegraphers: 
“One reason why the men on .the 
Atchison, Topeka «fc Santa Fe were 
ready and even anxious to espouse 
ihe cause of their brethren on the 
(lulf line was a deception practiced 
on tile telegraphers’ co-mmittee by 
Vice Pre^iident Barr in Chicago last 
June. An agreement had lieen ef- 
fected between the railroad company 
and the committee, and the latter 
sent home, with the promise that the 
agreimient would be sent to Topeka 
for printing. When pub;i»hed the 
scliedule had been changed to read 
so as to odd one hour to the time of 
every niglit telegrapher on the road. 

“Mr. Burr said to Mr. Dolphin that 
he had made the alteration after the 
*:ommittce had left Chicago, .stating 
as an excu^ that he had misunder- 
' stood the article as it was originally 
v\r i t ten . 

“The (lulf committee complain of 
having received similar treatment at 
the hands of Mr. Barr, .several rules 
hearing evidence of material change 
of meaning after having been gone 
over in conference at Chicago. 

A late report from points along the 
line says that, uotwithsthnding the 
statements given out by the railroad 
otliciahs, there now exists a badly 
•<*ongesled state of affairs. At Wolf 
City there are 50 cars of merchan- 
dise for movement and not o train 
to pick fhem up. At Ladonia there 
are 70 cars and 1,000 bales of cotton 
•OD the platform, with os raucli more 
offered for s’hipment. At other 
points on the Dallas branch and 
through the Indian Territory a sim- 
ilar condition exists. 

“Olhcj’ organizations are offering 
ns aid. and a general tie-up will prob- 
nbiy result if our differences arc not 
speedily settled. Fruit and passen- 
ger trains on the main line are badly 
delayed, and in many instances are 
entirely lost. All employes, regard- 
less of what department employed 
in, who may feel disjiosed to lend 
their aid will be guaranteed the same 
])rotection as offered our members, 
and will be returned to their posi- 
tions without prejudice, or not a man 
cngiiged in this strike will return to 
work.”

Representative* df Churches Have 

Resolved to Unite in n Crusade 
Against Civic Immorality. 

Chicago, Dec. 11. — Representatitea 
of nearly every' church deno'mination 
in Liucago have resolved to unite in 
a cru.sade against civic immorality 
and take an active part in the sup- 
pression of vice and the maintenance 
of law and order in Chicago. 

This course was decided on Mon- 
day at the regular weekly meeting of 
the Methodi.st ministers and later at 
a joint meeting at which several oth- 
er denominations were represented. 
It was resolved to appoint a commit- 
tee -of laymen xo see that all 'laws for 
Ihe^ suppression of vice are enforced, 
and that the down-town Ixisement 
resorts Whose licenses were recently 
revoked be kept permanently closed 
as places dangerous to the moral wel- 
fare of the community.

Washington, Dec. 11. — The presi- 
dent Monday transmitted to congress 
extended reports on the agricultural 
resources of Porto Rico, with special 
reference to the establishment there 
of an agricultural experiment sta- 
tion. Prof. Knapp, who conducted 
the inquiry for the agricultural de- 
partment, urges that immediate at- 
tention be given to promoting the 
production of larger and better crops 
of coffee, sugar and tobacco, and of 
food products for home consump- 
tion.

The Canal Would Not Only Serve 

For Nnvlicatlon, But Also Would 

Develop Horse Power to the 
Value of J|t20,000,0<M>, 

— 

Washington, Dec. 12. — The merits 
of the project for conneetiug the 
Mississijipi river and the great lakes 
by way of the Chicago sanitary cimal 
were considered at a si>ecial meeting 
of the river and harbor committee 
held in t'he prirate lobby of the house 
of representatives Tuesda 3 ’ night. 
The main pur|>ose of the meeting was 
to hear from a number Of Chicago 
and Illinois gentlemen, members of 
the Illinois Valle.v association, wlio 
have been identified with the .sani- 
tary canal project, including L^’inau 
E. Coolej', the eminent engineer; 
Col. Isaac Taj'lor, of Peoria; Frank 
Wenter, of the board of trustees of 
the sanitary canal, and lleiir\- Mayo, 
of Ottawa, 111. The Merchants’ ex- 
change, of St. Louis. Mo., was repre- 
sented b^' II. R. ^Vhitmore. Senator 
I’ulloin and Senator Mason, of Illi- 
nois, ami the entire Illinois delega- 
tion in the house of representatives 
were al.so present, the senators and 
some of the members making ad- 
dresse after the technical brandies ol 
the subject had been presented. 

Col. Taylor was the first speaker. 
He pointed but the magnitude of the 
work already' done and explained in 
detail the nature of the project and 
the cost up to this time. He .said it 
was not asked that at 'this time con- 
gress take up the work of developing 
the full national advantages of the 
waterwav', but that a survey be made 
by government euglneers to serve 
as an intelligent basis for consider- 
ing the entire subject. 

L. C. Cooley set forth the engineer- 
ing features of the project. He said 
the waterwaj' not only would serve 
for navigation, but also would de- 
velop horse power worth $20,000,000 
annually'. He maintained that a 
waterwaj' connecting Chicago and St. 
Louis would be justified even without 
the Mississippi river, owing to the 
enormous commercial development it 
would bring about. He spoke also of 
the ultimate development of exten- 
sive navigation, chiefly bj' barges, be- 
tween the lakes and the gulf of 
Mexico. 

Mr. Whitmore, of St. Louis, in be- 
iialf of the Merchants’ exchange of 
that cit.y, gave the hearty indorse- 
ment of that body to the project. 
The^' regarded it, he said, as of great 
importance to the entire Mississippi 
River valle>'. - J 

Senator Cullom s|>oke earnestly in 
favor of the survey. ^Phere was no 
purpose to commit congress to the 
expenditure of $25,000,000, he said, 
but only to secure an intelligent in- 
quiry which would serve a-s a basis 
for future action by congress. Ever 
since, he. was a bo^', the senator said, 
he h_ad heard of this project, so 'thatt 
it ccfUkl hardly be considered an aft> 
erthbught of the drainage project.

Second Session. 

Washington. Dec. 8.— The house 
Frida \’ jiassed the Gnout ok nmargar- 
ine bill by a vote of 196 to 92, The 
substitute offered by the minoritj' 
committee on agriculture, which im- 
posed additional restrictions on • the 
sale of oleomargarine to prevent its 
fraudulent sale as butter, and in- 
creased the penalties for violators, 
was defeated by a vote of 113 to 178. 

The bill as passed makes all ar- 
ticles known as oleomargarine, but- 
terine, imitation butter or imitation 
chec.se, transported into any state or 
territory for consumption or sale, 
subject to the police power of such 
state or territory, but prevents any 
state or territory from forbidding the 
transportation or sale of such prod- 
uct when produced and sold free fre^ 
coloration in imitation of butter. The 
bill increa.ses the tax on oleomargar- 
ine colored in imitation of butter 
from 2 to 10 cents per pound, and de- 
creases the tax on oleomargarine un- 
colored from 2 cents to of a cent 
per pound. 

A bill was introduced to bring about 
federal prohibition of polygamy by 
Representative Taylor, of Ohio. 

No business of importance was 
transacted in the senate Friday in 
open session. Practically the entire 
legislative day was consumed by an 
executive session.
